3. (Currently amended) TJic method of claim 2 i wherein a geometric dimension of the 
visual indicator represents^quantity of goods to b e bid for indicated bv the order . 

4. (Currently amended) The method of claim 1 further comprising: displaying a price 
wherein an axis in units of price ia displayed corr e lating to the book oxos, to indioato indicating 
prices of the orders^pteeed for the semi-fungible goods. 

5. (Currently amended) The method of claim 1 further comprising: displaying a designated 
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value w h e r e in an axis in units of a dosignatod value i s digploy e d oorroloting to the boQlc axo to 
i ndicot e indicating values of the orders pheed for the semi-fungible goods. 

6. (Currently amended) The method of claim 5 wherein the axis is digployfed in comprises 
units of implied volatility. 



7. (Currently amended) The method of claim 2 further compristng: highlighting wh^pem a 
space between defined bv a portion of a first icon representing a highest value bid and a portion 
of a second icon representing a lowest value offer along at least one of the book axes is 
highlightod to allow users to vi e w the space indicating spreads for the different semi-fungible 
goods. 



8. (Original) The method of claim 1 , further comprising: 
receiving a selection of a book axis; 
highlighting the selected book axis 




9. (Currently amended) The method of claim 1 further comprising: 

receiving a selection of a bool/axis semi-fungible good : and 
displaying a panel containing information relating to the selected book axi s semi- 
fungible good . 



10. (Currently amended) The method of claim 9 wherein displaying a panel further 
comprises: /

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value axis. 

12. (Original) The method of claim 10 wherein the bid and offer icon/ are visually 
distinguishable.

(Currently amended) The method of^Iaim 1 7 wherein the visual characteristic is at least 
one of a length e^ual proportionate to co^nbined quantities of the efder individual orders icons le 
^ being combined and demarcation ^phics indicating a number of ordor ioons orders 
combined. 




(Currently amended) Tfie method of claim 1 6 wherein mor e than one ordor ioon further 
comprising: combining a plu/alitv of icons to be displayed at similar locations along the book 
axis aro oomb t nod for disjjlay as a single multiple order icon that is visually distinguishable from 
a single order icon. 



20. (Currently amended) The method of claim 1 9 wherein the multiple order icon is 
displayod be i ng furtner comprises an icon outlined with moving dashed lines. 

21 . (Currently amended) The method of claim 19 wherein the multiple order icon dts plays 
comprises an order icon for each order being combined, and d i splays the order icons comprising 
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the multiple order icon are contiguous contiguously, 

22. (Currently amended) A method for displaying transactional informati^ regarding the 
buying and selling of semi-fungible goods comprising: 

displaying moro thon on e book oxio to roprosont orders Djdood a plurality of book 
axes, each book axis representing a book for otj/e of a plurality of scmi- 
fimgible goods , each book comprised of a pkiralitv of orders including at 
least one of a plurality of bid orders and a7>lurality of sell orders for the 
semi-fungible good: and 

displaying a single value axis , whoroin tho Value axi;? i s disploycd calibrated in 
units of a value common to the semi-fungible goods; and 

displaying order icons representing ^ch one of the plurality of orders for the 
semi-fungible goods ore diaplayod in locations along the book axes 
corresponding to the units of the value axis. 

23. (Original) The method of claim 22^wherein, for a book axis, a lowest offer and a highest 
bid are displayed as order icons in locations along the book axes corresponding to the units of the 
value axis and other orders are displaced without correlation to the value axis. 



24. (Currently amended) The^ncthod of claim 23 wherein the other orders are displayed at a 
predetermined distance apaft from each other. 



23. (Currently amended) The method of claim 22 wherein the value axis is displaye d 
calibrated in units of^plied volatility, 

26. (Currently amended) A computer-readable medium, for an electronic trading system in 
which items are bought and sold responsive to orders submitted by traders, each order specifying 
a value and quaii^ity for the order, said computer-readable medium containing o comprising 
program oontoining instructions to oauge causing a processor to: 

/ display a first book axis to ropreoont representing orders piaeed for a first semi- 
fungible good; and 
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display a second book axis to r e prese ft t representing orders plooed for a second

of apluralitv of orders plaeed for a first non-fungible good; and 
displaying a second book axis to roprosont comprising a visual indicator for each 
gne of a plurality of orders pteeed for a second non-fungible goodr-where 
( th e s e cond book axis i s d i splayed in a location noor tlw first book axis . 

29. (CurrentlVamended) A computer readable medium for causing the display of 
transactional information regarding the buying and selling of goods, the computer readable 
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medium oonto i ning comprising program instructions causing the processor io:

each one of a plurality of bidsplaeed for a first good; and 
digploying display a second book axis to reprooont comprising a visual indicator 
for each one of a plurality of bids pkeed for a sfecond good , wh e r e the 
second book axis i s disploy e d in a location n e ar th e first book oxio . 

30. (Currently amended) A computer readable medium for cs&ising the display of 
transactional information regarding the buying and selling of smi-fungible goods, the computer 
readable medium oonto i ning comprising program instniction/causing the processor to: 

display m or e than on e book axio to roprosont/ordors plooed a plurality of book 
axes, each book axis representing a ^book for one of a plurality of semi- 
fiingible goods , each book compri/ed of a plurality of orders including at 
least one of a plurality of bid ordfers and a plurality of sell orders for the 
semi-fungible good : and 

display a single value axisp wh e r e in th e valu e oxio io displayod calibrated in units 
of a value common to the semi-fungible goods; and 

display order icons representing e^h one of the plurality of orders for the semi- 
fungible goods aro displayed in locations along the book axes 
corresponding to the units of the value axis. 

3 1 . (Currently amended) A method forAuying semi-fungible goods comprising; 

selecting a group of semi-ftingible goods to be displayed; 

selecting a value unit for/a value axis, wherein visual indicators representing at 
least one of a plurality of offers and a plurality of bids for the semi- 
fungible goods /are displayed in locations corresponding to the value axis; 

viewing markets for the selected semi-fungible goods, wherein the markets for 
goods are cojfhmunicated through the display of the visual indicators; and 

buying or selling a good responsive to viewing the markets of the semi-fungible 
goods. / 
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32. (Currently amended) The method of claim 3 1 further comprising: 

cotobliahing defining an action line to dctcf m i ftc indicating a value at which to 
buy or sell a good. 




33. (Cunreatly amended) A user interface for displayingfransaciional information regarding 
the buying and selling of semi-fungible goods comprisingT, the user interface comprising: 

at least two book axes, wherein eachi>ook axis displays icons representing at least 
one of a plurality of ofleforders and a plurality of bid orders for a 
different semi-fungiMc good. 
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
